FILING TAX RETURNS 


ITIZENS of the United States are just now 
facing an annual duty—filing reports for 


'the payment of income tax. The time for per- 
forming that duty as required by Jaw is draw- 
ing to a tlose. The penalty for failure to do 
so, or for making a wrongful report, is severe. 


The government, thru its various agen- 


cies, possesses the means of ascertaining facts 
that many persons perhaps feel are hidden 
from the gaze of others. Making a false re- 
turn or failing to file a report., is a risky thing. 
A fine not exceeding $10,000 or not exceeding 
one year's imprisonment or both and in addi- 
tion 50 per cent of the tax evaded, is the pen- 
alty for inaimig a false or fraudulent return. 
For failing to make return On time—on or he- 
fore March 15—not more than $1,000 and in 
addition 25 per cent of the total tax as a fine. 
For failing to pay tax -when due, or under- 
statement of tax thru negligence, Jive per cent 
of the tax due but unpaid, plus interest at the 
rate of one per cent per month during the per- 
iod in which it remains unpaid. 


That, in brief, is what is faced by those 


who are required under the law to pay income 
tax. Those whose gross income for the tax- 
able period of 1921 amounted to $5,000, or 
whose net income amounted to $1,000 in the 
rase of a single person or $2,000 if married, 
must file a return, even tho HO tax is due. 
There should he no question in anyone's mind 
as to their duty under the income tax law. In 
case of doubt, it is a safe plan to consult tilt 
deputy internal revenue collector. 


In Allcn-co this representative of the gov- 


ernment may be found in the federal building, 
at High and Elizabeth-sts, second floor. You 
have only until March 15 to discharge your 
duty as a citiaen. Better play it safe, make 
your return on time, obey the requirements of 
the law and thus case your conscience and 
avoid the possibility of trouble if you fail and 
are found out. 


The penalty of citizenship is the perform- 


ance of duty. The wise do not seek to evade 
it.

long continue—when tho word corpora- 


tion was hated by the average citizen as one 
fears a rattlesnake. The word used to he pop- 
ularly associated with a hand of gougers, a 
collection of men who were banded together 
for the purpose of squeezing the souls out of 
others. 


UnfortiinafeJy, there were many such 


combinations that merited all the hatred men 
felt for them, but their numbers are fewer to- 
<lay than formerly. They are the victims of 
the changing order of things. There are no 
fewer corporations, but they are conducted 
differently. In fact, there are even more com- 
binations than in the past, but the'methods 
surrounding their conduct are revised. 


Therefore, when one reads that corpora- 


tions in Ohio are on the increase, the informa- 
tion does not strike terror to hearts or arouse 
the antagonism aiiiong others that such a 
mere announcement would have made years 
ago, before malefactors of great wealth were 
tamed. Domestic corporations doing business 
in Ohio in 1921 showed an increase of nearly 
2,000 over the previous year, according to fig- 
tires given out by the state tax commission.
